Creamed Beets.—Cook the beets unril 
tender. Remove the skin when they 
are taken out of the water and chop ia 
small pieces. Add salt and pepper and 
a cupful of cream to four cupfuls of the 
chopped beets. Stir in some sugar, a 
little vinegar and several pieces of but- 
ter. Place the beets in a baking dish 
and bake in the oven for fifteen or 
twenty minutes.

Lyonnaise Beets.—Wash some beets, 
taking care not to break the skin.

Hunting and Rearden were in 
Waiting to attend to the man’s injur- 
ies. He however absolutely refused to 
let a surgeon touch him, and it was 
only until Chief Burrell sent an offi- 


;cer to the station and placed the man 


under arrest for drunkenness that -he 
consented to allow the surgeons to 
bind up his foot. This was al! that he 
would allow done. On the morning of 
the Fourth his own physician came 
out from Dorchester and took him to 
the Carnes Hospital.

Trainmen say that this loss of life 
was caused by the carelessness of 
the engineer of the express train, who 


'ran at a sixty-five mile an hour rate 
| of speed past a frantically signalling 


flagman and the warning of a dropped 
semavhore arm, into the passenger 
standing still upon the track 
with its hundred or so sleeping pas- 
sengers. 

The dead, which filked to overflow- 
ing the morgues of the little town, 
are in many instances so frightfully 
mangled that identification is almost 
impossible. 

The engine of the express train 
ripped its way throught the two day 
filled with holiday 
excursionists, killing instantly every- 
one in them, plowed on through half 
of a steel Pullman, throwing the 
sleeping car off the track, and then 
came to a standstill with the green 
carpet of the Pullman flung about its 
pilot. 

Engineer Schroeder of the express, 
who is blamed by the authorities for 
the accident, jumped or was thrown 
He sat on a 
rail high up on a hill near the scene 
of the accident watching in a dazed 
way the wrecking crews at work, 

The number of deaths from the 
wreck has reached forty-one, of whom 
but twenty have been identified. No 
New England people have been listed. 

Engineer William Schoeder of Buf- 
falo was at the throttle. He told sev- 
eral witnesses after the wreck that he 
had seen no flagman and that he had 
not noticed the semaphore a half mile 
down the track, and again, 100 yards 
passenger train. 
He jumped and by the momentum of 
train was thrown clear of the 
wreck, practically uninjured. 

The women in the sleeper were in 
a pitiable condition. Most of them 
lost their clothes and. jewelry and 
were taken to near-by farmhouses or 
in friendly automobiles to Corning two 
miles away. 

Fortunately the wreckers did not 
have fire to battle with, for the de- 
railed trains were wet down by rain 
before there was a chance for the 
flames to spring up. 

Most of the bodies found were bac- 
ly mangled. The cars themselves 
were one heaped up mass of wreck- 
age, jamming into each other in tele-

|not conform to required regulations 
were taken. 

They will be summoned into court 
and probably given a chance to make 
| the necessary changes in their boats

(ers against the law. 

Quincy boat owners whose crafts 
{}are shy on the muffler proposition 
should get busy and save themselves 
trouble and possible law expense by 
making the changes immediately. 

The plan of campaign includes a

| statute, and probably the state fish- 
eries steamer Lexington, manned by 
the state police, will be used in sup- 
pressing the nuisance. All parts of 
the coast will be visited. 

One of the most recent expressions 
of public opinion on the subjec® is the 
formation of the Motor Boat Muffling 
association, with Ellerton James of 
Nahant as its presiding officer. 

Among the many complaints re- 
ceived is one from G. Loring Briggs, 
| manager of the Boston Floating Hos- 
pital. .He writes: . 
“The Boston Floating Hospital ac- 
commodates 120 permanent patients 
who are cared for both day and night. 
Oftentimes one-third of these children 
are on the dangerous list’or so criti- 
cally ill that it is a matter of life and 
death with them, and of course our 
mortality is large, as we receive the 
most desperate cases. We also take 
care of 120 day patients, either ailing 
or convalescent, accompanied by their 
mothers. 

“It will be apparent that motor 
boats passing our ship, either during 
the day or at night, when it is 
anchored in the harbor, cause us a 
| great deal of annoyance. The simple 

passing of a fisherman’s boat or a 

boat used by a man inthe course of 
| his business is serious enough, but in 
| addition our patients suffer from the 
| noise of pleasure boats which cruise 
| around us in order to inspect our in- 
| stitution, disturbing the quiet of our 
| patients, so essential to their proper 
;care and recovery.”

Chicago, July 8.—The little red 
schoolhouse is so “unattractive” that! 
“more than two-thirds of the 12,-| 
000,000 pupils in the rural public | 


; Schools fail to reach a high standard in 
| their studies.” | 


That condition was described as a} 
menace to educational progress, and} 
as one of the reasons why the coup- 
try child looks longingly toward the 
city, in a report submitted before the 
National Council of Education. The 
council met preliminary to the open- 
ing here today of the fifteenth an- 
nual convention of the National Fdu- 
cation association. 

The conditions surrounding the} 
traditional “little red schoolhouse” | 
were described as so deplorable that} 
the council considered a plan to have 
the national association employ an 
expert to investigate and report on | 
rural districts. 

E. T. Fairchild, state superinten- 
@ent of public instruction, Topeka, 
Kan., and James Y. Joyner of 
Raleigh, N: C., declared that “the 
country child is the neglectea child} 
and the country schoolhouse a neg- 
lected schooloiisé.” 

They said tht importance of rural 
education was shown in the fact that 
of the 20,000,000 school children in 
the United States 12,000,000 attend- 
ed country schools, yet less than! 
one-third of the rural pupils were able 
to meet their grades. 

The teaching of Scientific farming} 
and fruit-growing, with special ref- 
erence to local conditions, was rec- 
ommended as an incentive to renewed 
interests in rural education. | 

A. J. Matthews, president of the! 
state normal school, Tempe, Ariz., 
said he believed Arizona had solved 
the rural school problem by a Jaw) 
which allows any rural school with 
eight pupils or more to draw on the 
state for $1000 annually. 

“Too many pupils are being turned 
out of the public schools without any 
knowledge of how they are going to 
make a living,” was the substance of 
a report submitted by J. A. Shawan, 
superintendent of schools at Colum- 
bus, O., on “The Educational Prog- 
ress of the Year.” 

High school education. throughout 
the United States was branded as 
“generally bookish, scholastic, ab- 
stract and inadequate to meet the 
practical problems of life,” in a re- 
port submitted to the national coun- 
cil of education. The report, based 
on investigations conducted in twenty- 
five states indicates that "school 
teaching is just where it was thirty 
years ago and that this backwardness 
is due to the plan of high school to 
prepare pupils “for college and uni- 
versities rather than for life,” “the 
whole trouble with our high schools 
education,’’ declared David Felmley, 
president of the state norma! school, 
in reading the report, “is that it is 
regarded too much as merely a prep- 
aration for the university. Instead of 
dealing with the problems of life to- 
day the students are taught to deal 
with the langhage, policies and cus- 
toms of fifteen centuries ago. Nearly 
all of the high school teachers are 
college graduates who have no ade- 
quate knowledge of affairs outside of 
colleges. Their teaching is, there- 
fore, bookish, scholastic and abstract. 

“We need a change of aim in high 
school teaching, a look in the direc- 
tion of the farm, shop and home. 
While we do not recommend an et 
cation efitirely vocational, we urge a 
departure from the college idea. | 

“We also think tore attention | 
should be given to the trathing of} 
teachers from-ationg high school pti 
pils,;” concluded Mr. Felmley. The 
conclusion ofthe committee that more 
progressive methods should prevail 
in high schools; was based on in- 
quirles among 120 normal institutions, 
all of which reported that high school 
pupils who wanted to teach usually 
had not been adequately prepared for 
their work.

FORTUNATELY NO LIVES LOST

Steamer Commonwealth Rams si 
ship New Hampshire—Bunker. Hill 
and Commonwealth Collide Off Point 
Judith—First Liner Buts in at New- 
port—Other Two Make New York 
and Boston 


Boston, July 8.—Fog early yester- 
day morning was responsible for two 
serious collisions, in which three of 
the largest and most modern passen- | 
ger liners plying New Wngland waters, 
were put -@ut of commission and panic 
and loss of life averted only by the! 
excellent discipline of the crews in- 
volved and the coolness of the offi- 
cers. 

In Newport harbor the Fall River 
liner Commonwealth, Captain Aple- 
by, with nearly 1000 passengers 
aboard, about 4.30 rammed the Unit- 
ed States battleship New Hampshire, | 


| Captain Oliver, and both vessels were 


badly damaged, the war vessel being 
saved by the stout armor plate. 

The Metropolitan line steel steamer 
Massachusetts, Captain Colberth, | 
bound from Boston to New York, | 
rammed her sister steamer, the Bunk- 
er Hill, Captain Hawes, off Point 
Judith, at 1:30 a. m., and tore a hole| 


eighteefl feet high and fifty feet wide, 
in her upper works.. The Massachu- 
setts’ bow was stove in and she pro-| 
ceeded to New York leaking badly.

fifty-six-hour week, the report says: 
“No adequate conception of the 
meaning and the permanent Social 
consequences of the doctrinés pro- 
mulgated during the period of bitter 
struggle can be had without some 


,| comprehension of the spirit and senti- 


ment that animated the leaders and 
some of the strikers. The circulars | 
and posters widely distributed during | 
the strike indicated the spirit that lay 
behind the struggle.” 

Most of the strikers, the report) 
points out, were non-English speak- | 
ing, who had, been without method of 
dealing with their’ employers. The 
unskilled laborers were unorganized 
and had no way to voice their pro- 
tests. 

“It naturally followed,” writes 
Commissioner Neill, “that when they 
broke out in a hastily planned and 


' more or less violent protest against a 


reduction of their wages, they were 
ready to follow any leadership that 
gave them effective direction and fur- 
nished them financial resources for 
the struggle.” 

Commissioner Neill and his asso- 
ciates found that one-half the popula- 
| tion of Lawrence, 14 years old and 
over, was employed in the mills or 
dependent on them. 

Lawrence has a population of 85,- 
| 892, and there are 60,000 persons de- 
mills. The allied 
crafts among the English speaking 
operatives had a total of only 2500 
miembers, when the strike broke out, 
while the Indvstrial Workers of the 


{ World hfs a paid-up Hst of 300 mem- 


bers. Thus there were less than 3000 
union operatices in Lawrence. 

Continuing the report says: 

“The actual economic condition of 
the families of the workers of the tex- 
tile mills of Lawrence cannot be easily 
pictured by<a mere statement of in- 
djvidual earnings. It is obvious from 
the figures that the full earnings of a 
large number of adult employes are 
entirely inadequate to maintain a fam- 
j ily. Thus the full time earnings of 
7275 employes, or about one-third of 
the total covered in this investigation, 
are less than $7 a week. Of the 7275 
earning less than $7 a week, 5294 
were over 18 years old and/36 percent 
of the 5294 were males. 

“These wages, however, are not 
peculiar to Lawrence. The wages of 
the textile workers in that city are not 
lower than in most other textile 
towns. The plain fact is that the 
textile industry, as far as earnings 
are concerned, is in a large part a 
It gives employ- 
ment to men, women and children. 

“The normal family of five, unless 
the father is employed in one of the 
comparatively few better paying oc- 
eupations, is compelled by necessity 
vo supply two wage earners in order 
to secure the necessities of life, - 

“In studying the Lawrence strike, 
wage data were secured from payrolls

AN EXPLANATION NEEDED. 

The action of the Quincy school 
board in notifying the City Council 
that the old Wollaston school may be 
needed to meet congested conditions 
at the Massachusetts Fields school this 
fall, calls for some explanation from 
that body. 

The mere announcement ‘that the 
bujjding is needed for the purpose sug: 
gested is not sufficient to.clear the at. 
mosphere at this time.’ If this bujld- 
ing is really needed ‘then it would 
seem that the new. building failed to 
meet all the demands and another 
school: building is needed in that 
locality. 

Undoubtedly the school board has 
good reason for its message to the 
City Council.

Boston, July 9.—Governor Foss re- 
iterated his determination yesterday 
not to be a candidate for re-election 
this year.

Governor Woodrow Wilson is very 
anxious to make a good showing in the!

land this fall.

Wonder That No One Was Killed— 
Injured Cared For at, Paragon Park 
—Forward Cars Wrecked—tTraffic 
Held Up For Hours—Motorman Has 

Escape—Travel Was 


Miraculous 
Light at the Time 


Nantasket, Mass., July 10.—Hight- 
| een people were injured in the wreck 


| of the four-car electric train on-the 
| curve near Paragon Park, yesterday 
afternoon, and traffic Was tied up for 


several hours. 

The forward truck of the first car 
left the rails. The forwarg car cut 
down several telegraph poles and

ing the three trailer cars. 

The forward cars were badly dam- 
aged, , running gear , wrecked and 
woodwork splintered. The crash 
| alarmed hundreds of visitors in Para- 
gon Park. 

All of the injured people were re- 

moved to the administration building 
at Paragon Park, and a hurry call.was 
sent for doctors from Hingham and 
| elsewhere. 
| William Cogill, the motorman of 
the train, who was pinned between 
the fender and the fence of Paragon 
| Park, and miraculously escaped in- 
stant death, was taken to him home 
| in Cohasset shortly after the accident. 
| The accident was one of the most 
| peculiar that has happened on the 
| electric line of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford line for a number 
of years past.

NO SYMPATHETIC 
STRIKE AT PRESENT 


Citizens of Boston Hope te

Boston, July 10.—The executive

MAYOR STONE 


VETOES ORDER 


On Tax Collections Because 
Printed Matter is Ready 


UNDER OLD ARRANGEMENT 


Mayor Stone has vetoed the order 
passed at the meeting of City Council 
July 1, amending the ordinance rela- 
tive to the collection of taxes. The 
amendment as passed by the council 
provided that the date upon which in- 
terest should commence should be Oc- 
tober 1, instead+of November 1, and 
that the date upon which summons 
should be issued for unpaid taxes 
should be December 1, instead of Jan- 
uary 1. 

The Mayor’s reason for vetoing the 
order was that the stationery, bills, 
etc., for this year’s tax bills were all 
printed and that it was too late to put 
the amendment into effect this year. 
He however evidently believes in the 
| proposed amendment for he recom- 
j}mends that’a similar order be passed 
later to take effect next year. As the 
|council has adjourned the veto can 
not be acted upon until a meeting is 
held. 

It is probable that the council will

In@éeed, many gems and even 
phenneite and rock crystal often | 
passed in former days as diamonds, 
even under the scrutiny of experts, | 
such exact tests as refraction and} 
specific gravity being unknown until | 
compuratively recent years. 

No imitation of the diamond, how- 
ever, is so brilliant as a skillfully cut 
piece of the kind of lead glass known 
io the trade as “paste.” The play of 
color in these counterfeits is often 
very beautiful, but the glass “dia- 
mond” possesses no luster, this term 
being applied to the light reflected 
from the top surfaces of a gem.

ODD FEAT OF SCIENCE. 


Magnet Used to Draw Pins From 
Throat of Woman, 

A magnet was used by the physi- 
cians of St. Agnes’ hospital, Philadel- 
phia, to extract pins which had lodged 
in the throat of Miss Mary Lafferty, 
eighteen years old, 1245 Snyder ave- 
nue, that city. 

While sewing Miss Lafferty placed 
a number of pins in her mouth. Fright- 
ened by the sudden appearance of 
some one in her room she swallowed 
them. 

She was taken to the hospital, where 
an X ray photograph of her throat was 
made. By means of a magnetized steel 
bar, pin after pin was taken from her 
throat until the number reached ten.

| clothing. Mr. Murdock’s idea is that 
| it should be unlawful for any person

of clothing of wool, cotton, silk, hair 
or fibre, which is “misbranded,” such 
misbranding to be determined by the 
| bureau of chemistry under the guid- 
ance of some textile Dr. Wiley. 
According to Murdock, the term | 
‘“pure-wool” as used in this act, shall | 
be understood to mean “sheep’s wo 1| 
p's ol | 
i which ‘has not been previously used in 
| ‘the manufacture of any other article, 
| Soods or Sabric, and the words ‘wool-

or fabrics composed wholly of such 
wool.” ;

EGGS WITH VEGETABLES. 

N midsummer days, when it is de- 
sired to eliminate meat, eggs 
cooked with vegetables make a 

savory variution in the bill of fare. 

Hard boiled eggs may be sliced and 
served as a salad with almost any cold 
vegetables. > 

The vegetables can be chopped and 
placed in tiny baking dishes with one 
or two eggs broken over them to be 
served individually. 

Here are some timely ways of cook- 
ing eggs: 

A Wholesome Way of Serving. 

Eggs With Spinach.—Break four 
eggs into a dish. beat them well, then 
udd a pint of milk, a half teaspoonful 
of salt, pepper and onion juice. Brush 
custard cups with a little melted but- 
ter and pour in the egg mixture. l’ut 
the cups in a pan of hot water ip a 
moderate oven and bake until firm.

GREAT BRITAIN 
MAKES PROTEST 


Against Free Tolls For Ameri- 
can Vessels 


CLAIMS FORBIDDEN BY TeATY 


Say Free Panama Tolls Would Be Dis- 
crimination—British Embassy Pre- 
sents Note to That Effect—Argu- 
ment on the Way From London— 
Majority In Congress Favors Free | 
American Tolls 


Washington, July 12.—The 
have been drawn for a great diplo- 
matic struggle between the United 
States and Great Britain over the| 
question whether this country may | 
discriminate in favor of American ves- 


sels in the administration of the | 
Panama canal. The disagreement may | 
terminate in the submission of the 
question to The Hague tribunal. 

4 A series of diplomatic and legis- 
lative conferences has developed the 
fact that the forces in the American 
government which favor allowing 
American ships‘ free passage through 
the canal are in control. These forces 
take the position that there is nothing 
in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, under 
which the canal was built, to prevent 
this concession. 

The diplomatic struggle precipitat- 
ed by the note from Mitchell Innes, 
charge of the British embassy, it is 
expected, will be fought along the 
following lines: 

Great Britain will take the position 
that the Hay-Pauncefote treaty pro- 
vision, which forbids discrimination 
in favor of the interests of any nation, 
in the conduct of the canal, would 
operate against the provisions of the 
Panama bill now under consideration 
in the senate. This provision will be 
supported by a lengthy argument now 
on its way from London by mail, 
which will be presented to the state 
department and transmitted to con- 
gress immediately upon its arrival. 

The United States will hold that so 
long as the ships of all foreign na- 
tions are accorded the same treatment 
in the use of the canal, the United 
States may pass American ships free, 
or rebate the tolls charged them. This 
position was taken by the house when 
it reversed the report of the house in- 
terstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee, which would have prevented 
free passage to American ships, and 
passed the Dill. 

The ultimate passage of the meas- 
ure now before the senate seems as- 
sured. The men behind the bill in 
the senate say that the British note 
would not prevent consideration of 
the measure whenever it could be 
reached in the ordinary course of 
business. But the position of Great 
sritain will strengthen the opposition 
to the free provision. 

While the British note caused some 
comment on the unusual incident of a 
foreign nation interfering with legis- 
lation in a formative stage, it was 
pointed out that this was the only 
course by which Great Britain could 
oppose the measure. 

Just as soon as the bill becomes a 
law, under supreme court decisions, 
it supersedes all treaties bearing on 
the same subject matter, and would 
thus leave Great Britain no ground for 
objection after it had been written on 
the statute books. 

The state department probably wil] 
not reply to the British argument on 
its own behalf, but will regard itself 
as subject to the action of congress on 
the bill, and will allow congress to 
dictate any reply to the British pro- 
test. 

Should the bill become a law over 
the protest of great Britain, it is 
searcely expected that the matter will 
end there, as British, and particularly 
Canadian interests, undoubtedly 
would force further diplomatic action 
by London, and when these means 
were exhausted, The Hague tribunal 
would be the court of last resort.

CANAL LEGISLATION HELD UP. 

England has conveyed to this coun- 
try.a note. that. the..proposed legisla- 
tion regarding the Panama canal is 
hot entirely to her liking and requests 
that further consideration be. given 
the matter. This will lead to a, great 
deal of correspondence much diplo- 
matic talk and writing, and the end 
is looked for at the Hague Tribunal. 

We had an idea that American mon- 
ey backed up, by American intelli- 
gence, progressivenéss, pluck, endur- 
ance and ability to ope with large 
problems had made the Panama canal 
possible. 

Something over. $375,000,000 will be 
expended by this country before the big 
ditch is completed atid ready for the 
passage of the largest ships of the 
world. Naturally it would seem that 
if there was any preference, any 
leniency in tolls, etc., it would be 
passed out to American shipping. The 
sentiment in Congress at the present 
day favors such a course. American 
money, brains, and other accessories 
have brought the canal to its present 
state of perfection, has improved the 
conditions at the canal zone and made 
the country habitable and has eleva- 
ted the standard of living and health 
conditions in the Latin countries. It 
seems only reasonable in yiew of what 
this country has done and accomplish- 
ed that if there is to be any favors 
shown, American shipping should par- 
take of it. We cannot see that any 
other position would be satisfactory 
to the country at large. Still we will 
not be selfish. Let the matter go to 
the Hague and that body win its wis- 
dom will solve the problem to the sat- 
isfaction of all concerned.

CLAIMS ILLEGALITY 


Reginald K. Randall of Quincy has}

Another Rear-End Collision

WESTERN STATES WRECKED 


By Cyclones That Kill, Injure and 
Devastate In Two States 

Grand Rapids, July 15.—A cyclone 
struck this city and vicinity and in- 
jured at least fifty persons. Thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of damage was 
done to buildings of the city and su- 
burbs.

Probably more cars are being used 
at the present time for the carrying of 
coal than ever before, but most of 
them are on their way back to the 
mines. It is expected that weeks will 
come and go before Boston will re- 
ceive enough coal for its needs, al- 
though there is prospect that all pos- 


sibilities of a shortage will be obviat- | 


ed before next winter. 

During the seven weeks’ suspension 
of the mines the country went behind 
over 12,000,000 tons, and since that 
time every available car and barge 
has been pressed into service. One 
cause of the shortage of freight cars 
is the extra heavy demands of the 
steel trade. 

Boston dealers said yesterday that 
practically no coal is being delivered, 
although inducement prices are being 
offered. Beginning this month whole 
salers will be compelled to.pay 10 
cents extra per ton, and there will be 
an advance of 10 cents per month un- 
til the winter price is reached. Con- 
sumers who neglect to order now will 

| have to pay 50 cents extra. The first 
jump will probably come in Septem- 
ber. 

Reports from the mines show that 

| coal is being taken out a little faster 
than called for, but, owing to the fact 
that most of the cars are headed to- 
ward the fields, the distribution will 
be by fits and starts. Every effort is

Thus far the enterprise has been 
successful beyond expectation. Last 
year about three thousand egrets were 
known to be in existence and this 
year there are at least five thousand 
in known colonies scattered through 
the Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf States. 

Protection in the South Atlantic 
States was so successful last sum- 
mer that from twelve to twenty egrets 
appeared in Eastern Massachusetts 
and remained here the greater part of 
two months. No such number has 
been seen here within the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant, and it is re- 
ported that a few are here again this 
year. The Association has succeeded 
in securing the passage of laws in 
many states makihg the sale of the 
plumage of these birds illegal, and if 
this work is sustained financially the 
public sale of the plumes will be 
stopped throughout North America. 

The egrets are fast being extermi- 
nated in every part of the world 
where they exist, and if they can be 
protected here the time may come 
when the United States alone of all 
the countries in the world can boast 
of living examples of these beautiful 
species. 

Will the American people support 
this beneficial work by contributing 
liberally toward it or shall we see the

Leading Suffragist Sees Such Danger | 
In Great Britain’s Note 

Newport, R. I., July 16.—The 
United States must take a firm stand | 
on the canal controversy with Great 
Britain as a means of upholding the 
Monroe doctrine is the declaration of 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, the rich suf- 
fragist leader, who gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Men, when desiring to patronize 
women. often say that we have intui- 
tion; call it intuition or common 
sense. you wil! find that in national 
questions it always leads to patriotic 
conclusions. 

“The indifference of the public gen- 
erally to the movements now making 
to challenge the Monroe doctrine is 
most appalling. Take the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, substitute for the| 
disgraceful Clayton-Bulwar treaty, in 
a weakly yielding moment. 

“We shall, of course, have enough 
self-respect left to pass the very 
proper aw now under discussion, but 
the danger point is then reached. 
Thinking men, and if you please, 
thinking women, know that the time 
is rapidly approaching when there 
will be achallenge of the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

“This is what is aimed et In the 
communication from Great Britain 
One of our great political parties de- 
nounced this treaty in its platform a 
few years ago. Will its members now 
run away from this because of the fac:

make laws clearly within our rights 
{t may injure her in some quarters?”

_ AGAINST POLICE 
Foltowed br Murder of Man 
‘Who Informed 
CRIME SHAKES NEW YORK GITY) 
Ndumte A ldabs oo 
Jury—Catled to Sidewatk by Group 


In Automobile and a Fusillade of 
Shots Ends Life f 


New York, July 17.—The efforts of 
the police to run down the six men 
who shot the gambler, Herman Rosen- 
thal, to death in front of the Hotel 
Metropole but a few hours before he 
was to give evidence against the po- 
lice about gambling graft, has re- 
sulted in the arrest of three men. 

The identity of but one of them as a 
member of the party who did the 
shooting has as yet been established, 
however, 
police. 

Fhe man in question is Louis Libbe, 
thirty-five, chauffer. The police al- 
lege he drove the car that carried the 
murderers to the scene of their crime, 
When arrested he was defiant. After 
a few hours in a room at headquart- 
ers, where he was given a mild cof 
degree by District Attorney Whitman, 
Police Commissioner Waldo, Deputy 
Commissioner Dougherty and Inspect- 
or Hughes, in command of the detect- 
ive bureau, and other high police of- 
ficials, he began to weaken.

asserted that eye witnesses to the 
murder of Rosenthal identified Libby | 
as one of the men who drove up in 
front of the hotel, and, calling the 
gambler from the dining room to the} 
sidewalk, shot him down with a fusil- | 
lade of buHets and then fled in the 
mctor car. Rosenthal was shot four 
times in the head. 

Although evidence as to the motive 
of the shooting so far gathered seems 
to show that Rosenthal had feared 
death at the hands of the police, the 
theory was brought forward by the | 
police, that Rosenthal had really been 
the victim of the so-called “gambling | 
fraternity” which took the opportunity 
afforded by Rosenthal’s activity 
against the police to seek revenge for 
“squealing” on them. 

At least two witnesses agreed that! 
one or more of the men in the auto- | 
mobile were policemen. | 

Rosenthal sprang suddenly into! 
public notice only last Friday, when | 


circles by filing affidavits charging | 
that the police were in league with | 
the gamblers throughout New York | 
and that every gambling house was | 
being assessed a fixed sum for police | 
protection. Rosenthal had been for} 
some time, he explained, the pro- | 
prietor of a gambling establishment | 
on West Forty-fifth street, which was | 
closed on April 15, after a raid by | 
Police Lieutenant Becker, head of the } 
so-called strong arm squad. This: 
raid, Rosenthal declared, followed a} 
misunderstanding between himself | 
and Becker. The latter, Rosenthal 
alieged, was his partner in the profits 
of the establishment. . | 

Rosenthal's charges were so sensa- | 
tional that Police Commissioner Waldo | 
and District Attorney Whitman, both | 
of whom were out of town, cut short | 
their vacations to start an inquiry. | 
Commissioner Waldo, after making 
himself acquainted with the situation, 
wrote a formal letter to the district 
attorney demanding an investigation 
by that official rather than through 
He said that 
Rosenthal’s accusation was not so 
mitch a charge of bad discipline in the | 
deqartment as one of out and out 
crime, which if worthy of serious; 
consideration at aN would be worthy 
of adjudication before the regularly | 
constituted criminal tribunal. District 
Attorney Whitman forthwith an- 
nounced that he would begin a formal | 
investigation. 

The murder of Rosenthal supplied | 
the climax. The gambler left his 
home telling his wife that he had an 
appointment to meet Police Lieutenant 
Becker at the Hotel Metropole. Ro- 
senthal reached the hotel, where he, 
was well known, some time after mid- | 
night, and sat down alone in the! 
lobby, smoking a cigar and whistling ' 
as he watched the usual midnight 
crowd in Times square outside. 

Shortly before two o'clock a slate- 
colored automobile drew up in front. 
One of the six passengers got out and | 
walked into the hotel, beckoning to | 
Rosenthal. .“Herman,” he called, | 
“come out here, someone wants to see | 
you.” "a ; 

Rosenthal, without hesitation, | 
walked out. He had reached a point | 
not more than a dozen feet from the 
door when a volley of shots rang out 
from the slate-colored car. Four of | 
them found their target, and Rosen- | 
thal fell dead instantly with a ‘bullet 
in his brain. j 

Almost before the crowd On tlie 
sidewalk and in the lobby realized that 
a shot had been fired, the touring ear | 
was underway and disappeared in the 
direction of Fifth avenue. 

Mrs. Rosenthal, wife of the gamb- 
ler, was driven almost frantic when a

home to tell her that her husband had 
been slain. 

“This is the police again,” she ex- 
slaimed. “It is just what I expected. 
I stayed up fearing that Herman 
would not get baek safe.” 

District Attorney Whitman said that 
Rosenthal had told him that he feared 
death at the hands of the police. 

“The police have killed better men 
than me when it became necessary to 
do it to suppress evidence,” the 
gambler said, according to the district 
attorney. Mr. Whitman added that 
when he took his statement as a joke, 
Rosenthal said: “It is'no joking mat- 
ter at all,” and expressed the fear 
that something would happen to him 
in the next few hours. ~ 


PRESIDEN? REBUKED 


Senate Denounces Action by a Vote 
of 35 to 23 

Washington,*July 17.—The senate 
indirectly rebuked President Taft for 
his course in connection with the 
Lorimer case. 

Once blocked from a vote by the 
Archbald impeachment proceedings, a 
resolution, battle-scarred in a pro- 
tracted, bitter debate, finally was 
adopted, 35 to 23, denouncing “any 
attempt on the part of a president” to 
exercise the power of his office to in- 
fluence a vote on questions within 
the senate’s exclusive jurisdiction. 

The resolution was originally framed 
by Senator Bailey, who had _ ar- 
raigned President Taft, aserting that 
e had been “officious and meddle- 
some” in endeavoring to line up regu- 
lar Republican senators in the Lori- 
mer case. 

Not a Democrat voted against the 
resolution. Six Republicans v oted 
for it, Senators Bourne, Clapp, Fall, 
Gallinger, MeCumber and Works.

Few manufacturers in the city were 
aware that the cutters had organized 
in the I. W. W. and the demands re- 
ceived occasioned great surprise. 

The situation is one of the most 
serious that ever has confronted the 
local shoe men, for this is the worst 
season of the year financially, as the 
shoes have been sent out to the buy- 
ers but the money has not been re- 
ceived in payment. 


M’CLUNG TO STAY 


Secretary of the Treasury and United 
States Treasurer Amicable 

Washington, July 17.—Rumors that 
Lee McClung, treasurer of the United 
States, was “being forced to resign 
from the government service,” have 
been current in Washington for the 
last day or two and have excited con- 
siderable speculation, in view of the 
recent resignation of Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury A. Piatt An- 
drew. 

These rumors are pronouneed by 
MacVeagh and Treasurer 
McClung to be absolutely baseless. It 
will be recalled that in his letter of 
withdrawal, Dr. Andrew referred to 
Mr. McClung as one of the officials } 
who had been unable to transact busi- 
ness in cqa-operation with Secretary 
MacVeagh. Whether or not this 
charge was true, it is believed here 
that all causes of friction, if any, 
have been removed, and that Treas- 
urer McClung does not contemplate 
resigning his position.

New Bedford, Mass., July 17.—A 

general strike, which will close the 

seven mill coxypdrations now operat- 
ing, together with the twelve that 
shut down Tuesday, appears more 


than ever likely. 
In the hope of averting it, the 
agents and officials of the mills 


threatened have agreed to meet 
committee of the weavers this after- 
noon to. discuss the “abolition for- 
ever” of the grading fines system, 
over which the fight started.

Refusal will precipitate the weavers’ 
walkout, it is declared, and prob- 
ably the sympathetic strike of all the 
other crafts employed, paralyzing the 
cotton cloth industry of New Bedford.

Overtime in through passenger ser- 
vice the brotherhood wants computed 
at on a basis of 20 miles per hour and 
all overtime to be paid at the rate of 
70 cents per hour. 

For freight rates the engineers ask 
for $5.25 cents per hour for engines 


with cylinders of 20 inches or less in| 


diameter. They ask $5.50-for engines 
with cylinders over 20 inches in diame- 
ter and less than 24 inches. Engines 
with cylinders over 24 inches in di- 
ameter they think should bring $5.75 
per day. They have petitioned for 
$7.00 per day for the mallet type of 
engines. They ask that 100 miles or 
less or ten hours or less constitute a 
work and that all in advance 
be paid pro rata.

Washington x July 18.—The Panama 
canal bill having automatically come 
Senatar Lodge 
arose to speak on this measure—the 
most important now under consider- 
ation by the upper body. Senator 
Lodge said that he had been a mem- 
ber of the foreign relations committee 
when the treaties—the first and sec- 
ond Hay-Pauncefote treaties—were 
drawn up. “At the time I reported 
that treaty I certainly supposed that 
it left the United States the right to 
charge what tolls it pleased on our 
own vessels.” 

“In my opinion,” said Senator 
Lodge, “there is no distinction be- 
tween vessels nsed in coastwise traffic 
and those engaged in foreign traffic. 
There is no mention of stich a distinc- 
tion in the treaty. If this question 
should go to The Hague, we may re- 
gard the matter as settled now—we 
should lose. 

“The English note, as I under- 
stand, undertakes to suggest that we 
cannot, if we choose, pay the tolls on 
our own vessels. If we pay the tolls 
of our own vessels it amounts to giv? 
ing them free passage through the 
canal. I for one never admit that

say what we-shall give to our ship- 


| ping or to our railroads, or to any- 


one else. That is a domestic ques- 
tion. We violate no treaty injunction 
by doing it. The proposition is that 
all ships shall pay the same tolls. No 
one can go back of that and ask where 
the money comes from.” 

President Taft was told by Repre-/} 
sentative Knowland of California that 
Canadian railroads acting in sympathy 
with American railroads, were be- 
hind Great Britain’s protest against 
free tolls through the Panama canal 
for United States ships. “Not the 
slightest objection was made by Great} 
Britain,” said Mr. Knowland, “until 
a committee of Canadian railroad men 
took the question up with the British 
government. There is little doubt 
that American transcontinental rail- 
roads prompted the move.” 

The powerful influence of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway is discerned by 
government officials here not only in 
the British protest against exemption 
of American ships from Panama tolls 
and the closing of the canal to railroad 
owned vessels, but also in the trade 
agreement by which Canada hopes to 
undermine American trade in the 
3ritish West Indies. 

Representative J. Hampton Moore 
of Pennsylvania has introduced a bill 
and a joint resolution intended to have 
important bearing upon the future 
conduct of the Panama canal. ‘The 
resolution authorizes the secretary of 
state to open negotiations with Great 
Britain and other interested powers 
looking to the neutralization of the 
Panama canal and to a division of ex- 
pense of construction and mainten- | 
ance among the powers which will be 
benefited by it.

“ENGLISH AND JAPANESE VIEWS 


| Estimated Foreign Ships Would Pay 
$10,000,000 Annual Toli—if English 
View Is Conceded America Could 
Not Use Canal For Own Protection 


Ships’ Tolls 


Washington, July 19.—When the 
senate took up the Panama canal bill 
| Yesterday Senator Brandegee put in 
| an estimate that foreign ships would 
pay approximately $10,000,000 a year 
} in tolls under the provisions against 

which Great Britain has protested. 

Senator Stone estimated that if The 
| Hague should decide against the Unit- 
{ ed States five years after the free toll 
| law had been enacted about $45,000,- 
| 000 would have to be repaid to for- 

eign vessel owners. 

The support for the provision giving 
free passage to American ships, 
| against which Great Britain has pro- 
tested, was more emphatic than at 
any time since the senate began coi- 
sideration of the bill. Mr. O’Gor- 
| man, Mr. Cummins and others de- 
clared that if the United States had to 
construe the treaty literally in giving 
the ships of al] national equal treat- 
ment, it would by other terms of the 
treaty be prevented from defending 
the canal in case of war. 

“If a Japanese fleet appeared at the 
western end of the canal,” said Sen- 
ator Reed of Missouri, “bent on pass- 
| ing through to attack the city of New 
York, the United States would have 
no right, under such a construction of 
the treaty, \to take any step against 
it.” Senator Burton of Ohio, who 
made the first speech Monday in sup- 
port of the British theory that the 
United States can give no_ special 
privileges to its own vessels, declared 
war would suspend the operations of 
the treaty. Senator McCumber, how- 
ever, in a speech against the free 
provision, conceded that it was his 
belief the canal would have to re- 
main neutral even in time of war, 
and that the United States would be 
forbidden by the MHay-Pauncefote 
treaty from taking any measures to 
blockade or use the canal for its own 
protection.

| 


O'Gorman declared that 
railroad influence was behind: the 
British protest. He said: “There is 
nothing to prevent England from re- 
mitting to its merchant ships every 
dollar of tolls paid the Panama canal. 
There is nothing to prevent similar 
action by other countries. The only 
power that is trammelled, restricted 
and curtailed in the performance of 
its duties to its own citizenship is the 
one that has spent $400,000,000 in the 
construction of this great enterprise.” 

He said Spain has already legis- 
lated “to reimburse Spanish ships for 
the tolls spent in going through our 
canal.” . 

Senator Lodge raised the question 
whether the United States would have 
a right to interfere if another coun- 
try should undertake to pay the tolls 
of its ships when passing through the 
canal. No foreign country, he said, 
could interfere with any arangement 
the United States might make for the 
payment of tolls. 

“If any government should under- 
take to do so, I, for one, would pro- 
test,” he said.

Becker, Makes Valuable Witness 


New Y¥ork, July 19.—A complete 
statement of his movements on the 
night of the murder of Gambler Her- 
man Rosenthal and an admission that 
be had hired the car which was used 
by the murderers was made by Jack 


Rose, noted East Side gambler, to 
the police. 
Rose had been missing since the 


murder, but turned up at the behest, 
it is understood, of Police Lieutenant 
Becker, who has beén deeply involyed 
in all of the developments in the case. 
It was stated at the district attor- 
ney’s office that the real reason that 
Rose turned up was because Mayor 
Gaynor issued orders to Lieutenant 
Becker, through Commissioner Wal- 
do, that he wanted Rose, who was 
missing from his usual haunts, at 
police headquarters and that no ex- 
cuse would be accepted. Becker, it 
was stated, went out and found Rose. 
Through his absence locating the gam- 
bler-a rumor was circulated that he 
(Becker) had committed suicide. 


“The trail leads where I thought it} 


did,” remarked District Attorney 
Whitman. This was after he 
heard the statement of “Bald Jack” 
Rose, the frignd of Police Lieutenant 
Charles Becker and the man who 
hired the gray automobile in which 
the slayer of Herman Rosenthal, the 


; gambler, drove tothe spot where their 


victim met his fate early last Tuesday 
morning. 

Aaron J. Levy, attorney for Shap- 
iro, who drove the murder car, told 
the district attorney that while the 
sheoting was going on, Shapiro was 
working with his motor. His client, 
Levy said, was afraid to run away 
and, knowing that there were plenty 
of police jn the neighborhood, was 
“stalling” so that the men could he 
caught. 

One of the men in the car, Levy 
said Shapiro told him, ordered him to 
get a move on and get away, hitting 
him in the foréhead at the same time. 

“This murderer told my client,” 
“to get away in a-hurry. 
‘The cops are all fixed and know what 
was being pulled off,’ he told him, 
‘and everything has been arranged for 
a clean getaway, so get busy with that 
of yours.’” 

There was nothing then for Shapiro 
to do but to get out of the neighbor- 
hood. Someone will have to explain 
that remark as Shapiro intends re- 
peating it when the inquest is resumed 
on Mnday. 

Mr. Whitman did not question 
Shapiro. But he will collect the de- 
tails of Shapiro's information and! 
estimate their value. And in line with 
Shapiro’s hints comes 
from an official of the police depart- 
ment to the district attorney, “that it 
looks after all as if policemen had 
been mixed up in the Rosenthal case.” 

This factor in the situation has pro- 
duced two new featires. Mayor’ Gay- 
nor, not satisfied with the explanation 
that Rosenthal was slain in a gam- 
blers’ feud, has begun an inyestiga- 
tion to determine what policemen 
might have had an interest in Rosen- 
thal’s murder. 

William J. Burns will confer with 
the district attorney and will have 
men at work on this feature of the 
case immediately. 

Policeman William J. File, who 
was in the Metropole when the mur- 
der was committed, was suspended 
after Commissioner Waldo held an 
investigation to which all of the po- 
licemen who were in the vicinity at 
the time were called.

The changes propose a larger set of 
officers, and a monthly accountability 
of each one. 

The following is a brief summary 
of the by-laws which were commend- 
ed by all present, and will be adopted 
at a meeting to be held later. 

Article 1. Membership. Sec. 1. 
Classes of Members. The member- 
ship of this organization shall con- 
jsist of two classes, one to be desig- 
[nated as Church Members and the 
; other as Parish Members. Church 
Members shall include only profess- 
ae Christians. Parish Members shall 
include such other persons as con- 
|tribute regularly toward the finan- 
cial support of the church. 

Section 2. Charter Members. All 
/persons who are now members of the 
| ecclesiastical organization called the 
|Memorial Congregationak church ot 
Atlantic, as certified by its clerk, shall 
be Church Members without further 
action; and all other persons who are 
now members of the corporation 
called the Memorial Congregationai 
Society, as certified by its Clerk, shall 
be Parish Members without further 
action. 

Any regular contributor toward the 
current expenses of the Church may. 
on recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, become a Parish Member 
by vote of the Church at any duly- 
called meeting and by subscribing to 
| the Constitution and By-Laws. 

Rights of Members. Church Mem- 
bers who are twenty-one years of age 
lor more shall be eligible to all the of- 
| fices, and shall have the right to vote 
jon all matters. 

Parish Members who are twenty-one 
years of age or more shall be eligible 
/to the offices of Treasurer, Collector, 
| Auditor, Executive Committee, Music 
Committee and Hospitality Commit- 

tee; and shall have the right to vote 
jon the election of all officers and on 
| all secular matters. 

Officers. The officers shall be a 
moderator, a treasurer, a collector 
and an auditor; and a minister, two 
deacons, a superintendent of the Sun- 
day school and a clerk, who shall be 
Church Members. 

There shall also be an executive 
committee of six besides the modera- 
tor, who shall be a member ex-offi- 
icio. There shall be a music commit- 
| tee of five and hospitality committee 
of eight and a church committee con- 
sisting of the minister, deacons, su- 
| perintendent of the Sunday school, 
clerk and one other who shall be 
| elected annually.

,fore his ordination was concerned, 
| would never have been held. 

It was unfortunate that the matter 
| Was entered into so hastily. It was 
more unfortunate that some of the 
brethren believed the charges to be 
true. Of this I had abundant assur- 
| ance from what was said to me in my 
| Office. But, so it happens, and it hap- 
pens so more frequently than ought to 
be the case. We will accept a state- 
ment made by an enemy, or a man 
pretending to be a friend, yet domin- 
| ated by an ulterior motive, however 
libelous the nature of that statement 
;might be. We will even repeat it to 
|another, beginning with the words, 
| “Have you heard, ete.” Or, “Is it not 
| too bad.” Because of which a scandal 
will gain advance beyond the power 
'of truth to reach and overthrow it. 

I presume that certain happenings 
about the time when this trouble be- 
| gan, made some of our ministers keen- 
ly sensitive, and for the atmosphere 
then prevailing, rendered them sus- 
picious of an innocent man. The thing 
| that astounds me is that some were 
willing to accept the accusations with- 
out waiting to learn whether they 
}could be disproved or not. 


| A few days before the investigation 
| began, I made the remark ‘to a mem- 
|ber of the Committee, that I did not 
j believe the things that were said 
jagainst Mr. Ayers. He answered me 
| saying, “You will think differently 
| about it when you know the whole 
{story.” I did not know then what 
being withheld. When all the 
| statements had been presented, it was 
j|my conviction that Mr. Ayers was the 
| victim of a foul tonspiracy. This is 
my opinion still, though I am not able 
lta say to any one man, “You are con- 
|spiring against Mr. Ayers.” 

| As the investigation went on, dur- 
‘ing the days through which the Com- 
mittee labored so earnestly and with 
so much care, I became abundantly 
| convinced that the charges were at- 
}rociously false. I could not see how 
|it was possible for any body of fair- 
;}minded men to do anything other 
than to reach the conclusion they did;

‘namely, “that the charges were not 
| established.” 
As the investigation drew to its 


| close, Doctor Cady and I were speak- 
jing to each other about the possible 
|outcome. I cannot break confidence 
in the matter, though I was absolute- 
ly sure that even Doctor Cady was of

| You will therefore see how impera-

The letter points out that not on- 
ly would such a work protect thou- 
sands of acres of rich lands from de- 
vastation, by flood and prove com- 
mercially important in storing of 
power that could be turned into elec- 
tricity, but it would do a great social 
service in wiping out sectional lines 
and give the north and south opportu- 
nity to join in the great work. 

“Only by a new party, in which all 
join oh equal terms, can the needed 
social and industrial tasks demanded 
by our people be successfilly under- 
taken,” Says the letter, “and one of 
the greatest of these tasks is the de- 
velopment of the Mississippi.” 

Mr. Noyes had asked Colonel Roose- 

velt whether Illinois should expend 
| $20,000,000 for building its part of the 
deep waterway. Colonel Roosevelt's 
reply says there is no need of it, in 
an individual attempt to secure a 
deep waterway from the lakes to the 
| Gulf; and that such work is a task 
for the nation, since the nation alone 
can properly do it. It is an inter- 
state matter. 

“The tremendous devasting floods of 
the last few months, says the letter, 
“with the attendant loss of life, of 
homes and of property, have made it 
clear that no more time should bé lost 
in undertaking the control of the 
flood waters of the Mississippi and its

New Bedford, Mass., July 22.—The 
first week of the textile strike ended 
with every prospect of a protracted 
struggle between the operatives and 
the manufacturers. 

All efforts to bring about a settle- 

ment of the strike by the New Bed- 
ford Ministerial association failed. 
The organization succeeded in win- 
ning a promise from the Weavers’ 
union to confer with the manufac- 
turers, only to find that the mill men 
were not willing to participate in such 
a conference. 
*Wwith matters standing thus be- 
tween the operatives and the manu- 
facturers it was learned that the sta- 
tionary firemen of the city may strike. 
Their union is affiliated with the tex- 
tile council. Definite action will be 
taken by the firemen at a meeting to- 
day. 

Today, also the Industrial Work- 
ers of the Ysorld began to be consid- 
ered more of a factor in the strike.

Costing $6,000,000 Ordered 
for Boston & Albany 


—— 


Nearly $6,000,000 worth of new 
equipment has been bought by the 
Boston & Albany, including 21 new 
engines, costing $370,000, of which 
four will be Mallet compound engines 
and five Pacific type express engines. 

In the passenger service there will 
be 20 vestibule coaches, eight steel 
mail cars, and three dining cars, cost- 
ing in all $410,000. 

For the freight equipment there will 
be 4000 box cars, 800 coal cars, 400 
flat cars, 100 convertible cars for work 
service, and a mew 100-ton wrecking 
crane. The gross amount for freight 
equipment is nearly $5,000,000. 

The delivery of the locomotives is to 
be made im September and October, 
and the balance of the equipment is to 
be delivered prior to January 1, 1913.

STOKEHOLD. 


Daee see gir Sost Or 


These Modéls of Human Grit Prac- 
tically Brave Death Every Time They 
Face the Blistering Searing Blasts of 
Heat From the Glowing Furnaces. 


An inferno, all smoke and heat und 
fire dnd nakedness, is the stokehold of 
an océan liner. As you enter it, pick- 
ing your way over the burning ashes, 
the hot blast from the furnace mouths 
smites you in the face; it scorches your 
eyes and sears your lungs with every 
gasping breath you draw. Your im- 
pulse is to turn and fiy. Life seems 
impossible in such an atniosphere. 

And yet the inferno hums with !ife 
and strenuous, almost savage, industry. 
Opposite the huge boilers, quivering 
with suppressed. power, like so many 
chained giants, are the figures of men 
as if carved in ebony, glistening with 
the sweat that streams from every 
pore. They are working furiously, 
with muscles swelling and knotting as 
if they .would .burst through their 
sheath of skin—humans in quick suc- 
ceeding poses of fierce labor which 
would delight the eye of the sculptor 
and bafile his skill. 

Gatheriig up a shovelful of coals, 
each man propels them with a quick 
forward thrust of the body into the 
white hot heart of the furnace and 
with a dextrous turn of the wrist 
spreads them evenly over the fire. 
Then, quick as the eye can follow, an- 
other shovelful succeeds and another, 
fs if life itself hung on the breathless 
swiftness of tle sequence. 

Such is the stokehold in which the 
vuleans.of oir mammoth liners and 
battleships feed the greedy furnaces, 
which keep the propellers revolving to 
the tune of twenty knots and more an 
hour—the men of the “black gang” 
who, clad in trousers almost as black 
as their grimy bodies, and with a filthy 
“sweat rag’ loosely knotted round 
their necks, toil thus for four hours | 
at a stretch, until the last ‘‘ounce” - 
taken out of them, and they crawl 
back to their quarters for a well earn- 
ed eight hours of rest. 

If a fireman faints, overcome by the 
heat and exhaustion, he Is quickly laid 
aside in some corner, with a little 
tepid water dashed on his face, and 
there he is left until he “comes round,” 
while his fellows ply shovel and “slice” 
(the latter to clear the fire periodically 
from refuse) with a fiercer energy than 
before, adding the fallen man’s labor 
to their own. The moment he re- 
eovers consciousness he struggles to 
his feet, seizes the shovel and is at it 
again, “Go off watch?” Not he! He's 
as good a man as any, and the fireman 
never knows when he’s beaten. 

To call such men heroes is no abuse 
of an often misunderstood word. They 
are not only the last word in human} 
grit and pluck—for your fireman will 
die rather than give in—they are he- 
roes W ho face death every time they 
enter the stokeliold, as lightheartedly 
as other men would sit down to their | 
dinners.. At any moment a fusible 
plug may fly, a boiler tube collapse, a 
gauge glass may splinter, and the cap- 
tain may have occasion to “regret” 
that. some good min or other has fall- 
en a victim to his duty. 

His ship may be sinking, the inrush- 
ing water swirling knee deep over the 
plates on which he is standing, but no 
thought of the boats and an escape to 
life is for him. He must stick to his 
post until the Idst fire is drawn and if | 
he has time to race up the escape lad- 
der to the boat deck well and good. If 
not—the odds are all against him—he 
goes down, a “mute. inglorious” 
to his death.. It is all part of the day's 
work for which he draws his meager 
pay, with a cheerful acceptance of the 
fact that his life will be short and cer- 
tainly not merry, for you find few 
stokers who have passed their forty- 
fifth birthday. 

It is not only that the fireman's mus- 
cles and stamina must bear this inhu- 
man strain. He must watch the gauge 
glasses with the keen eyes of a lynx to 
see that the line of bubbling beads 
never rises above or falls below the 
level that denotes safety. He must 
know his boflers as a jockey knows his 
mount; which of them requires coaxing 
and which requires forcing to stimu- 
late its sluggishness, for boilers, it is 

said, have as many whims and caprices 
as a woman. 

On the whole, the stoker is no’ un: 
amiable man. He may growl at hi® 
food, though he often fares “like - 
fighttng cock” aboard; he may have a 
vocabulary | which would make the av- 
erage bargee green with envy, but he 
will laugh you to scorn if you suggest 
that his work is too hard and that he is 
not “game” to the backbone.—London 
Answers. -

A year after, in. 1910, the school 
committee had put through this tran- 
saction it said in its annual report, 
page 9, “the rapid growth of Squan- 
tum and the increasing number of 
families settling in Atlantic as a re- 
sult of new industries starting at 
Neponset will soon demand increased 
capacity at the Quincy School.” Why 
was not the old building retained for 
this rapidly increasing population 
which the committee plainly forsaw? 

At the time of the sake of this Quin- 
cy building I do not recollect seeing 
an indignant protest in the Ledger of 
that time from Mr. Miller, who was 
then a member of the Committee, say- 
ing that he “sees nothing but extrava- 
gance and waste to tear down or sell 
the building for a pittance as soon as 
ja new one is built. What tax-payer 
would tear down his old house as soon 
as he moved into a more pretentious 
home? Scarcely one could be found, 
unless he found it impossible to utilize 
it further. Then why such extrava- 
gance with city property?” etc., etc. 

If Mr. Miller and the School Com- 
mittee did not deem it wrong in 1909 
to sell the eight room Quincy School 
building for $436 and turn the lot into 
a gravel pit, in face of the fact that in 
that year the district showed a school 
increase of 51 per cent in eight years, 
why do they deem it wrong but three 
years latér to allow the removal of 
the old condemned Wollaston school 
building and its site converted by pub- 
lie spirited citizens into a beautiful 
park?

LUMBER AND TIMBER. 
What We Call Boards or Planks the 
English Call Deals. 

Among the differences existing in 
the names of various employments and 
callings in this country and in Eng 
land may be mentioned those pertain 
ing to the forest industries. What 
Americaus call a lumber dealer in 
England is called a timber merchant. 

Timber in New England ts applied 
to trees large enough to cut logs for 
the mill, to the logs entire and to the 
large single sticks into which they are 
hewn or sawed. 

When the logs are cut into boards. 
planks, joists, and so on, they form 
lumber. In the west timber is gener 
ally standing trees, and it includes all 
trees, large and small, without refer 
ence to their titness for the mill. 

The cutting and hauling of tbis tim 
ber is luinbering there, but in a large 
part of New England ft is logging 
What is in some quarters known as 
joist is called elsewhere scantling, and 
what Americuns call boards or planks 
the English call deals. 

In this country a person who splits 
out shingfes is called a shingle weaver 
In England shingles are not made in 
this way, but lath are regularly riven 
and a maker of them is called a lath 
render.—New York Sun.

Fox Talbot is of opinion 
that the Latins invented. if not the 
game, at least the name for the single 
point, which they called unus. The 
Germanic races, adopting this practice 
from the Greeks, translated the Greek 
corruption of unus into ass, which has 
now become ace. The root of this 
word lies in the Latin, as the monetary 
unit.

U.S, GOVERNMENT 
IS ARRAIGNED 


Because of Mexican Abuse of 
Our Citizens | 


Washington, July 23.—In a strong 
arraignment of the United States 
government for its failure to secure 
redress for injuries to American citi- 
zens and property resulting from the 
Mexican insurrections and revolution, 
Senator Albert B. Fall of New Mexico 
declared in the senate that this coun- 
try would not regain its prestige in 
Mexico for fifty years. 

He says there had" been no word ot 
protest trom the American govern- 
ment, although its citizens had been 
killed, women outraged, and over 
$500,000,000 worth of property de- 
stroyed by Mexicans. 

Senator Fall declared that the 
American state department had at 
fused persistently to make representa- 
tions concerning the injuries inflicted, 
but had referred all claimants to the 
Mexican authorities themselves, “to 
the men who inflicted the injuries.” 

This course he contrasted with the 
courses of China and Germany. Ger- | 
many, he said, had collected $100,-| 
000 on account of the murder of four 
German citizens in Mexico, while 
China had compelled the payment of 
3,000,000 pesos by Mexico on account| 
of the killing of Chinese. i 


DRY’S PARTIAL VICTORY 


Senate Committee Favorable to State! 
Control of Liquor Shipments 

Washington, July 23.—Anti-saloon 
interests won a victory before the sen- 
ate judiciary committee when Senator 
Cummins was authorized to report 
favorably a bill giving to dry states 
power to intercept shipments of liq- 
uor from “wet” territory. 

The new measurs. will prohibit 
shipments of liquor where any person 
interested in them intends to violate | 
a law of the state into which the ship- 
ment is made. 

The new bill would revise the ex- 
isting Wilson law to meet a recent de- 
cision of the supreme court and make 
liquor in interstate commerce subject 
to the laws of a single state upon ar- 
rival within its boundaries and before 
delivery toa consignee.

Free Tolls 


CANAL PART OF UNITED STATES! BLAME THE MUNROE DOCTRINE 


Transfer of Canal Zone to United 
States Made Hay-Pauncefote Treaty 
a Voidable One—High English Au- 
thority Quoted—Belief Growing That 
Great Britain Simply Put Out a 
“Feeler” : 


Washington, July .25.—Hannis 
Taylor, United States minister to 
Spain from 1893 to 1897 and a recog- 
nized authority on international and 
in a letter to a 
local paper gives a new and important | 
view of the exclusive right of the 
United States to control the Panama 
canal. He holds that the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty contemplated the! 


construction of a canal in territory 
foreign to the United States, and that} 
the subsequent transfer of the canal 
zone to the sovereignty of this coun- 
try constituted a fundamental change 
of the conditions on which the treaty 
was based. Instead of building a 


| canal in foreign territory the United | 


States has built it in its own domain. 
He declares that the Hay-Pauncefote | 
treaty has become voidable and that | 
it should be referred to the diplomatic ! 
authorities of the two governments for 
the negotiation of such modifications 
as may be proper, or for abrogation, 
if that course be deemed desirable. 

This, he states, would provide an 
honorable way to avoid the final sub- 
mission of the canal question to The 
Hague, with the embarrassment to 
this country that might follow the de- 
cision of that tribunal. 

“There is no room for hair-splitting 
on that pvint,” says Mr. Taylor. | 
“Within the canal zone the United 
States is sovereign for al] the pur- | 
poses of international law. Under 
that law it is well settled that a treaty 
becomes ‘voidable,’ not void, when- 
ever a change has taken place in the 


‘ fundamental conditions existing at the; 


time it was made.” 

Mr. Taylor quotes Hall, the high- 
est English authority on international 
law, as sustaining this general prin- 
ciple and cites as an example the ac- 
tion of Russia in 1870 in giving notice} 
to the other signatory powers that it} 
was impossible for her to be longer 
bound by the objectionable articles of 
the treaty of Paris of 1856, on by the | 
convention of the straits as far as] 
their provisions relating to the Black 
sea were concerned. Mr. Taylor 
continues: 

“The radical changes wrought in 
conditions existing at the time of the 
making of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
by the transformation of the canal! 
zone from foreign territory into do- 


| mestic territory of the United States 


beyond all question renders the treaty 
‘yoidable’ at the instance of the Unit- 
ed States. Apart from our peculiar 


| position and rights under the Mon- 
| roe doctrine, how can we permit the 


European powers so far to interfere 
with our domestic affairs as to dictate 
the regulations to be made or the tolls 
to be charged in a domestic water- 
way, built within our own territory? 
Certainly no patriotic American states- 
man or publicist should ever consent 
to the submission of such -purely 
American and domestic interests to 
the arbitration of The Hague tribunal, 
which will always be dominated by 
European jurists naturally hostile to 
us on questions of that character.” 
A. Mitchell Innes, charge d’af- 
faires of the British embassy, again 
called at the state department, but 
without the expected statement of 
Great Britain's reasons for protest- 


| ing against Panama canal legislation. 


Mr. Innes hada talk with Chanler 
Anderson, counselor of the state de- 
partment, but it was said that nothing 
conclusive resulted. The opinion is 
growing here that the formal state- 
ment of protest is to be modified in 
the light of what has been said on 
both sides of the question in the Unit- 
ed States senate. It has been sug- 
gested that the brief protest of two 
weeks ago was merely a feeler, thaf 
the British government wished to 
sound public opinion on granting free 
tolls to American ships. It is even 
predicted that Great Britain will 
withdraw her objections.

change in his parcels post bill, now 
before the senate. The committee 
has decided to eliminate the proposed

For a fifty-mile zone, it is proposed 
to charge 5 cents for the first pound 
and 1 cent for each additional pound. 
Over 1800 miles the rate would be 12 
cents for the first pound and 12 cents 
for each additional pound.

PERU OUTRAGES 
LAID 70 U.S. 


Heya Interfered - 


Memorial to Be Presented Government 
of Great Britain Asserting United 
States by Neglect Allowed Slaughter 


of Peruvian Indians—Monroe Doc- 


trine a “Dog-In-the-Manger” Pol- 
icy Condition 


London, July 25.—The British gov- 
ernment is to be urged by a petition 
signed by Most Rev. John Baptist 
Crozier, archbishop of Armagh and 
primate of all Ireland (Church of Ire- 


land); Rev. James Joakes, prebenc- 
ary of Harleston in St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral; Sir John Jardine, M. P,, and 
Lady Jardine; Noel Buxton, M. P. 
for Norfolk; Rev. J. H. Harris of the 
Anti-Slavery society and Archdeacon 
Potter, to challenge the Monroe Doc- 
trine in so far as it hinders British 
interference with the rubber atroci- 
ties in Peru. 

This petition holds the United States 
responsible for the slaughter of 42,- 
000 Indians in Peru on the ground 
that the United States through the 
Monroe Doctrine, is responsible for[ 
the conduct of the entire western; 
hemisphere below the Canadian line. 
It demands that the United States stop 
these atrocities either by her own ac- 
tion or in concert with Great Britain. | 

Following is the text of tne peti- 
tion which is being circulated among 


further siznatures: | 

“We, the undersigned, in view of | 
the horrible atrocities perpetrated in | 
the Amazon district, by which in five | 
years it is admitted the Indian popula- | 
tion has been reduced from 50,090 to} 
8000, and considering this to be a, 
dark stain upon the civilization of this | 
country and on Great Britain in some | 
degree, as the company under whose | 
action these atrocities have occurred | 
has its headquarters in London, and 
rubber gained by this bloody system 
finds its chief market in London, we 
desire to point out that it is the duty 
of Great Britain, acting with the Unit- 
ed States, to take immediate steps to 
put an end to this'slave system 

“The Monroe Doetrine states that 
the United States;would view ‘any in- 
terposition of European powers for 
the purpose of controlling the destiny’ 
of independent governments on the 
American continent as ‘the manifesta- 
tion of an unfriendly disposition to- 
ward the United States.’ 

“We therefore consider that the 
British government should draw the 
attention of the United States gov- 
ernment to the fact that the Monroe 
doctrine involves the latter in grave 
responsibilities as regards such deeds 
as have come to light and request her 
co-operation with Great Britain in| 
putting an immediate end to these} 
atrocities and punishing the culprits.”

‘Democrats and Republicans 


Waite On a Revision 


Washington, July 26.—Ten pro- 
gresive Republicans overthrew the 
regular Republicans in the senate late 
last night and joined with the Demo- 
crats in passing the La Follette woolen 
tariff revision bill as a substitute for 
the Democratic measure framed by 
the house of representatives. The 
La Follette bill was adopted by a vote 
of 39 to 27, less than two hours after 
the Republican leaders had achieved 
what they believed was a victory when 
a cmpromise submitted by Senator 
Penrose was passed in the committee 
of the whole. 


The amended bill goes back to the} 


house of representatives and the re- 
sulting tariff situation is exactly that 
which followed the adoption of a 
woolen tariff in the special session of 
1911 which the president vetoed. The 
La Follette bill is the same as passed 
then by the senate, with a raw wool} 
duty of 30 percent and an average} 
duty of 55 percent on manufactured 
goods. 

The house bill is the same as then 
passed by the house, with the 
wool duty of 20 percent. 

A conference committee will again 
take up the two bills and attempt to 
frame a substitute to send to 
president.

HARRY K, THAW 
STILL “INSANE 


If at Liberty” 


White Plains, N. Y., July 
Harry K. Thaw, in the eyes of 
law, is still insane and must remain 
in the asylum where he was placed on 
Feb. 1, 1908, after he had _ killed 
Stanford White. Justice Martin J. 
Keogh of the supreme court denied 
Thaw’s application for freedom. 

This is the third attempt made by 
Harry K. Thaw to gain his liberty 
from Matteawan asylum for the crimi- 
nal insane on a writ of habeas corpus. 
The sole question tried before Justice 
Keogh, without a jury, was whether 
Thaw now sane. Justice Keogh 
said: 

“Having listened to all the testi- 
mony, I am of the opinion that Harry 
K. Thaw is still insane and that his 
discharge would be dangerous to the 
public peace and safety.” | 

Thaw was plainly disappointed, | 
but it is stated that the Pittsburgher 
really lost heart after the testimony} 
of Dr. J. W. Russel, superintendent 
of the Matteawan insane asylum. Dr. 
Russel testified that, in his opinion, 
Thaw might commit another murder if 
set at liberty.

SHOT BY lis 
YOUNG CHUMS 


Louis Dion Dares Them to 
Shoot Him 


GIVES THEM WRITTEN PERMIT 


Most Peculiar Tragedy Includes Three 
Boys of About 12 Years—Two Boys 
Had Rifle When Dion Says “You 
Couldn't Kili Me With That’— 
Chums Held Without Bail 


Lawrence, Mass., July 29.—With 
his own death warrant, written and 
signed by himself, tightly clutched 


|in his hand, 11-year-old Louis Dion 


of this city died on the way to the 


| hospital Sunday, after he had been 
| shot by two boy playmates. The 
| two youngsters are held without bail. 


The tragedy is one of the most 


| peculiar in the annals of Massachu- 


setts, and the startling tale told by the 
two boys held for their companion’s 
death is borne out to the letter by 
the note written by young Dion a mo- 
ment before his death. He gave them 
permission to kill him and they took 
him at his word. 

Henry Talbot, 12 years old, ani 
Henry Le Blane, 11 years old, were 
playing with young Talbot’s new 22 
calibre rifle. They were in the sec- 
ond story window of the house at 100 
Broadway, where Le Blanc lives. 

As they were pointing the gun from 
the window young Dion walked into 
the courtyard beneath the window and 
looked up. Talbot pointed his new 
possession at his playmate, and Dion 
called out: “You couldn’t kill me with 
that.” 

“We could kill you easy,” chorused 
the two from the window. 

“Oh,” taunted Dion, “my brother 
had one of those and I know you can’t 
kill anybody with it.” 

The two boys again boasted of the 
power of the gun. 

“Go on and shoot me,” taunted 
Dion. “I'll let you.” 

Young Talbot was by this time in- 


| dignant at the disparagement of his 


weapon, and he cried out: “If you 
write a note and sign it giving us per- 


| mission to kill you, I'll show you.” 


Without another word, Dion drew a 
pencil and a scrap of paper from his 
pocket aad wrote his death warrant. 
Then he waved the note avove his 
head. 

Talbot fired from the window, 
striking Dion on the back. Dion 
walked forward a few paces, then 
fell. The two boys were frightened, 
and ran down to the courtyard to as- 


| sist their playment, which passersby 


having heard the shot came running to 
the scene of the tragedy. By the time 


| help reached him young Dion was dy- 
jing. He died in the ambulance on 


the way to the hospital. ™ 


Tightly clutched in his hand was the 
note—"I give him permission to 
shoot me. L. Dion.” 

The two boys tearfully told the 
whole story to Sergeant Timothy 
O’Brien at police headquarters, and 
when the note was produced there 
was no question as to the truth of the 
story. 

Louis Dion was the son of Richard 
Dion, a teamster. 


WILL LOWER SUGAR 


Tariff Will Be Reduced and Trusts 
Will Drop Prices 
Washington, July 29.—The Repub- 
lican regulars and progressives got 


| together on a tariff bill for the first 


time in this congress, and passed the 
sugar schedule tariff bill, as prepared 
by Senator Bristow. 

Every Republican and Senators 
Foster and Thornton, the two Demo- 
crats from Louisiana, the Cane-Sugar 
State, supported the measure. All 
other Democratic votes were cast for 
the Williams substitute. The line-up 
was 37 to 25, but on the final passage 
of the bill, after all amendments had 
been defeated, the vote was 52 to 3. 

Under the terms of the bill adopted, 
and which Senator Burton stated in 
the course of the debate that the 
president would approve, the duty on 
pure sugar is’ reduced from $1.90 a 
hundred pounds as in the present law, 
to $1.60 and 0 percent concession to 
Cuban sugar. The differential, which 
has given the trust 742 cents on every 
100 pounds of sugar as a bonus, is 
eliminated, as also is the Dutch stand- 
ard, under which the trust has been 
enabled to compel every pound of 
light colored’ sugar imported to pay 
the same duty as refined.

END OF STRIKE 
NOW DELAYED 


New Bedford ‘Mill. Owners Re- 
fuse to Yield 


New Bedford, Mass., July 29.—All 
possibilities of an immediate settle- 
ment of the strike brought about by 
the weavers in the twelve cloth mills | 
of this city were apparently banished | 
by the manufacturers, who gave out} 
a statement setting forth their atti- | 
tude at thevend of the second week of | 
the strike. | 

The statement reads: “The New| 
Bedford ‘Manufacturers’ association 
reiterates its offer of July 5 made to} 
the weavers to confer with them if | 
they could suggest any better method | 
of classifying cloth than the grading 
system. 

“Any charge made of unjust fining | 
is a reflection against the honesty and | 
manhood of the overseers of weaving. 
There is no justice in paying to the | 
careless or indifferent weavers who do 
not stop their looms as much ag the 
g00d weavers who are carefu! and 
quick to re¢tify any imperfection in 
the cloth. The majority of the weav- 
ers produce first-quality cloth. They | 
are never paid second-quality prices! 
and have no real objection to the 
grading system. Let those who ob- 
ject to the grading system seek em- 
ployment elsewhere.” 


The opening of the third week finds 
many of the poorer operatives almost 
penniless, their last wages having 
been drawn a week ago, and with no 
settlement actually in sight for ‘at 
least another week, urgent appeals 
for funds were sent out by the unions.

EACHES must be altogether ripe} 
to be wholesome uncooked. They} 
are one of the most delicious of}

Peaches and Cream.—When peaches 
are to be served raw always select 
freestones. To take off the skin first 
drop the peaches into boiling water 
Let them stay there only a couple of 
minutes, then drop into ice cold water. 
The skins may then be slipped off. 
Halve the peaches and take out the! 
stones. Put on ice In the refrigerator) 
until rendy to serve; then fill the cen- 
ters with powdered sugar. Melt marsh-| 
mallows; pour over the sugar, and stick 
the two halves together, securing them 
with fine toothpicks. Coat with pow- 
dered sugar and serve with whipped 
cream flavored with peach juice. This 
is a delicious way to use them.

Peach Pot Pie.—Fill a pudding dish 
one-third full of peaches, pared, stoned 
and quartered. Pour a cup of boiling! 
water over them und set upon the stove 
to cook. When they begin to boil lay 
over them a crust made as for biscuit. | 
Cover closely and bake twenty min-| 
utes. Serve with sugar and cream or 
with hard sauce. 

Peach Shorteake.—For this make a 
rich baking powder crust. loll out 
about a fourth of an inch thick, cut 
with a cooky cutter into rounds, but- 
ter half of these and place the unbut- 
tered ones on top. Bake_and split them 
open. Butter, fill and cover each one 
with fresh peaches cut in slices and 
sprink'ed with powdered sugar. Serve 
hot, surrounded by whipped cream, 
sweetened and flavored with almond 
extract, 

Baked- Peaches.—Pare and place 
whole peaches in a baking dish and 
sugar well. Add some bits of butter 
and abeut a eupful of hot. water. 
Sprinkle with chopped almonds and 
bake. Serve cold with whipped cream. | 


A Delicious Dessert, 
Peach Sponge.—Take a quart of tripe, 
juicy peaches, mash the fruit and stand 
the julce on ice. About half an hour 
before serving whip the whites uf four | 
eggs stiff and into them beat the peacn | 
pulp, first sweetening this with pow- 
dered sugar. Put a half pint of sweet- 
ened cream with the peaeh juice. Line 
the inside ef a glass dish with sponge 
cake or lady fingers and decorate the 
top with halves of peaches. Pour jin 
the peach juice and eream. On this | 
heap the peach meringue and arrange 
slices of peach on top’ of this. Set on 
the ice until needed.

Mexican Rebels Want United 
States fo Step tn 


"AMERICANS ORDERED KILLED 


Rebels Disarming All Americans In 
Territory Overriden by Them— 
Blames United States For Treating 
Them. as Rebels—Mormon Colonists 
Secking Safety on American Side— 
American Prisoner Treated Cruelly 


El Paso, Tex., July 30.—The cor- ' 


respondent of the El Paso Herald 
wired a statement here declaring that 
General Inez Salazar, second in com- 


| mand of the Mexican rebel army had 


made several addresses Sunday in 
which he asserted that all Americans, 
in the rebel zone were to be disarmed, 
and all protection guarantees for 
American citizens withdrawn. Sala- 
zar is reported as saying that inas- 
much as the American government 
had treated the rebels as_ bandits, 
they may as well act such parts. 
The speeches followed Salazar’s 
order to disarm the Mormon colonists 
at Colonia Dublan Saturday night. 
The colonists surrendered 100 rifles 


; and about 15,000 rounds of ammuni- 


tion, acocrding to A. W._ Ivins, 
apostle of the Mormon church. They 
then immediately sent 600 of their 
women and children to El Paso. 

The rebels left Colonia Dublan with 
the declaration that they would en- 
force the same order at Colonia Juarez 
against other Mormons. The colon- 


| ists say they were told that they could 
expect no further protection from the 


rebels, and that it was the intention 
to bring on American intervention if 


possible. Salazar, who had been in 


‘Juarez for several days, conferring 


with his chief, Pascual Orozco, is re- 
ported to have declared that he was 
acting with the sanction of Orozco. 
Louis Lach, a Mormon from Bub- 
lan, who arrived here with is family, 
said: “General Salazar told us at 
Cases Grandes and again at Pearson 
that if intervention did not come from 
the Americans within the next few 
days the rebels will begin to kill 
every American they find, and keep 
up the massacre until America was 
forced to cross the border. Salazar 
stated that it was the direct order of 


| General Orozco.” 


E! Paso is already overrun with re- 
fugees, Mexican and Americans, and 


it.may be imposible to cdre for all of | 


them. Apostle Evans is arranging to 
send as many of the Mormons as is 
possible to Arizona points, where the 
church has several communities.

;} ter a survey by an engineer of the 
| State Board of Health. They involve

channel of the river from Pleasant | 
street, Norwood, to the dam at Hyde 
Pagk, 12 miles. ;A seore or more of 
bends will be eliminated by digging a 
new course for the riyer, the old 
|ecrooked course being in each case fill- 
ed in. | 

At one point alone, in Canton, a tor-

| feet will be reduced to 1000 feet by | 
straightening. There will be dredg-

EXPERIENGES OF PASSENGERS 


In Launching of Lifeboats One Dumps 


Passengers and Another Fills— 
Rockland’s Bow Damaged, but She 
Is Towed to Port—Crew Unfamiliar 
With Handling Boats In or Out of 
the Water 


Boston, July 31.—While making her 


to the north and east of Thatcher is- 
land the steamship. City of Rockland 
of the Eastern Steamship Corpora- 


‘ tion’s fleet, bound from Bath to Bos- 
| ten, was in collision with the steam 
| collier William Chisholm. The Rock-. 
land launched her life boats, two of 
4 them giving. such trouble that fully. 


fifty passengers had narrow escapes 
from drowning, one boatload being 


| spilled into the sea by the failure of | 


the tackle to work properly, and the | 
other boatload suffering from the 
swamping of the boat, which filled 
with water soon after it had left the 
ship. So far as is known, however, 
no. lives were lost. - 

The Rockland was badly damaged, 
a large section of her bow being torn 
off. The 500 passengers were safely 
transferred to the collier. This was 
a slow task, and was not finished for 


Four hours after the accident the 
steamer Belfast of the same fleet 
eaught the distress signals blown on 
the whistle of the Chisholm and reach- 


led the spot. The passengers were 


then trangferred from the collier to 
the Belfast and given every possible 


' attention. They were landed at India 
| Wharf, Boston. 


The Chisholm took the disabled 
steamer in tow and started for Boston, | 


| pulling the Rockland stern first. AS 


soon as the Belfast could get into } 
wireless communication with the shore 
the news was sent to the Charlestown 
noes yard. The revenue cutter Gres- 
ham and. three tugs went out to aid 
the Chisholm. 

Several passengers were injured 
while being transferred to the collier. 
One man suffered a fractured ankle 
and another male passenger was badly

The steamship people assert that 
with six lifeboats and six life-rafts 
aboard there was sufficient accommo- 
dation for almost twice as many per- 
son sas were aboard and that the na- 
ture of the accident did not call for 
confusion. 

As might have been expected aan 
ing so exciting an experience, there 
was considerable difference of opinion 
among passengers as to exactly what 
occurred and how the crew acted. 
The calmer ones, however, said that 
they thougbt that on the whole the | 
situation was well handled. They also 
declared that every passenger-carry- 
ing ship should have a wireless outfit. 

Not a few of the passengers must 
have thought of the Titanic disaster 


| when the crash came in the thick fog | 


and out at sea before dawn. This} 
may have added to their fears. 

Passengers say that the officers and 
crew of the City of Rockland as 
brave in the face of the grave danger 
that confronted them, but many criti- 
cized the handling of the boats. 

Some of the views and experiences 


| given by different passengers were as 


follows: 

“Everywhere the crew were courte- 
ous and brave. They stood by. and 
helped get out the boats, never show- 
ing the least bit of panic.” 

One said the deckhands of the ship 
deserved credit for their behavior, 
but he could not say the same for the | 
officers, for there appeared to be no 
organization of the crew. 

“There is one thing that particularly 
impressed me, and that was the mas-| 
terly way the master of the collier | 
handled his vessel. He knows his} 
business. The way he brought that, 
collier up under the side of the steam- | 
er was a wonder, and showed that he} 
was a true seaman.” 

“T have the greatest respect for the 
deckhands and the way they acted, | 
but I’m sorry that I can’t say a word} 
in favor of the officers. It was hard 
enough to find the boats, but when the 
passengers did locate them they found | 
the officers didn’t know how to handle | 
them. The officers also acted in a} 
manner that tended to unnecessarily | 
alarm the passengers.” 

Miss Ida Bentley, Newton, declared 
that after she was thrown out by the

sudden dropping of one end of the life- 
boat, she attempted to climb back in- 
to the boat and that two men pushed 
her away on two. occasions. 

.Lewis Kimball saw. the plight of 
Miss Bentley and left his place in the 
boat and swam to her assistance, 
With a few strokes he succeeded in 
bringing the exhausted woman to the 
Wieboat and she was hauled into it.
